Elder  Manuel  Carballal,  '49,  was 
held  a  prisoner  during  the  Bay  of  Pigs 
invasion.  The  Antillian  College  had 
its  own  print  shop  and  at  the  time  was 
printing  the  college  annual.  They 
wanted  to  keep  the  annual  a  secret  and 
signs  were  hung  on  the  front  of  the 
print  shop  telling  that  only  employees 
could  go  in.  Two  friendly  Catholic 
priests  came  to  President  Carballal  to 
borrow  some  ink.  He  took  them  to  the 
print  shop  to  get  it.  Three  girls  who 
were  pro-Castro  saw  them  and  re- 
ported it.  President  Carballal  and  most 
of  the  press  personnel  were  taken 
away  for  questioning.  They  were  placed 
in  a  temporary  prison  with  500  others. 
No  beds  were  provided.  After  the  in- 
vasion they  were  released. 

Castro's  prime  minister  personally 
invited  Elder  Carballal  to  be  employed 
as  an  educational  technician  to  organize 
industrial  schools  in  Cuba.  He  refused. 
Because  his  family  is  American,  he 
decided  to  leave  Cuba  until  conditions 
improved.  At  the  present  time  he  is 
accountant  at  Columbia  Union  Col- 
lege. Elder  Carballal  helped  start  the 
Antillian  College  in   1940.

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Expansion  Program  at  SMC

During  the  past  four  years  Southern 
Missionary  College  has  followed  its 
tradition  of  progress  in  improving  its 
campus  through  a  building  program. 
Its  worth  has  increased  from  $1,869,- 
126.54  in  June  of  L958  to  $3,116,- 
293.01  as  of  June,  1962.  This  increase 
during  the  quadrennial  period  amounts 
to  51,247,166.47.  The  capital  building 
program  on  the  campus  has  undergone 
considerable  expansion  in  this  tour- 
year  period. 

Two  additions  to  the  cafeteria  have 
been  finished,  and  a  bakery  for  college 
use  was  included  in  the  cafeteria.  Two 
years  ago  a  substantial  addition,  costing 
approximately  $125,000,  was  added  to 
the  science  building.  This  addition  gave 
the  building  approximately  twice  the 
floor  space  it  had  originally,  making 
it  possible  to  be  much  more  efficient 
and  effective  in  the  carrying  on  of  the 
science  and  mathematics  classes  on  the 
campus. 

The  highlight  of  the  building  pro- 
i  gram  for  the  past  four  years  has  been 
j  the  erection  of  the  women's  resident  e 
I  hall  at  a  cost  of  $850,000.  This  dormi- 
tory houses  294  women  and  includes 
a  beautiful  chapel,  lounges,  prayer 
rooms,  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

The  Arthur  W.  Spalding  Elemen- 
tary School  is  now  much  more  func- 
tional since  a  spacious  auditorium, 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  300,  h.is 
been  added. 

Recently  the  college  built  a  ware- 
house to  use  for  storage  space.  The 
building  was  relatively  inexpensive. 

The  newest  addition  to  the  physical 
plant  on  the  campus  is  the  Collegedale 
Bookbindery.  This  building  is  well 
constructed  and  m  o  s  t  modernly 
equipped  to  meet  the  competition  that 
is  prevalent  in  this  type  of  industry. 
It  was  built  to  provide  work  opportu- 
nities for  young  women  who  attend  the 
college. 

The  College  Plaza  shopping  center 
has  been  completed  and  occupied.  It 
houses  a  supermarket,  post  office,  a 
Georgia-Cumberland  Book  and  Bible- 
House,  Collegedale  Distributors.  South-

ern  Mercantile,  a  snack  bar,  credit 
union  office,  insurance  office,  barber 
shop,  self-service  laundry  and  a  beauty 
shop.  Business  has  arisen  appreciably 
since  the  opening  of  the  shopping  cen- 
ter in  April. 

The  next  two  planned  structures, 
for  which  preliminary  drawings  art  in 
process,  are  the  gymnasium  and  the 
fine  arts  center.

It  is  thought  now  that  the  gym- 
nasium will  be  fairly  close  to  the  ouf 
door  recreation  area,  and  that  it  will 
be  a  building  1^0'  x  150'  so  that 
there  will  be  room  for  several  classes 
to  go  on  at  the  same  time.  If  is  hoped 
that  in  connection  with  this  building 
i  swimming  pool  can  be  built. 

The  fine  arts  center  has  been  esti- 
mated at  roughly  $400,000,  and  will 
include  an  auditorium  seating  1,500. 
The  auditorium  would  provide  facili 
ties  for  Saturday  night  programs,  the 
tine  arts  series,  and  the  lyceum  series. 
It  would  also  serve  as  .i  chape]  for 
the  entire  student  body,  which  cannot 
now  meet  in  the  Lynn  Wood  Hall 
chapel. 

The  tine  arts  center  would  also 
house  the  fine  arts  facilities  of  the 
college,  including  music  and  art
